ington's Civic Theatre. THE WASH- 
INGTON POST eritic got at the core 
of Mr. Askin's accomplishment by ob- 
serving that his direction always ''stresses 
the fact that there is more to a play 
than meets the eye."

TONY KENT, a native of Chicago 
and a member of the Windy Citys 
Westphal Radio Players, has toured the 
country in such favorites as Petticoat 
Fever, The Importance of Being Earnest, 
and Blind Alley. A pioneer in tele- 
vision, Mr. Kent was with Don Lee's 
Mutual Network in California.
